Lord Northcliffe, responding, dwelt largely-on the Cebtdian 
cattle embargo, which has recently been the subject af mach iagita- 
tion in Rogtand. Lord Northcliffe regarded the embargo as & great 
slur upon the people of Canada and pointed out that Lord Emile, the 
war-time Minister of Agriculture, promised s removal-éf tho 
embargo. Lord Northcliffe insisted on the folfilm-nt of that. pledge 
and said that Hritain's position in the world depended not so:much 


- fon cleverness as on the fact that the national word of an Eoglish- 


man was held in bith esteem ahroad, especially ia the Dontinions. 
He pointed out that the loas of the American colonies started from 
small beginnings. He rejoiced that he had n02 joined the Govern- 
ment when requested in 1917, if only because he should mot like to

CANADA AND ORIENTAL ALIENS. ~ 


Premier's: Appeal for Goodwill. 


Ottawa, May 10. 

In the House of Commons, in the course of an eight-hours’ 
debate on the motion for the exclusion of Oriental aliens (see aarlier 
| telegrams), the Premier, Mr. Mackenzie King, strongly urged that 
‘the subject should be approached in a xpirit of goodwill and in the 
light of their responsibility to the Empire and the w rid. They 
ought to help rather ‘than retard the new movement of international 
goodwill. He declared that the Japanese Government had carried 
out its agreement restricting emigration to Canada wholly and 
honourably and he deprecated imputing wrong motivea to the 
Government of a country which had been an Ally of Britain ead 
rendered Britain vast service ic the last few years. He emphasised 
the dificulties of the Japanese Government and expressed the 
opinion that an effectiva solution could oaly be achieved by the 
Governments working together. He laid stress on the inacvisability 
of taking avy steps which would interfere with the development of 
the growing trade with the Orient. 


‘ THE DOMINIONS AND THE NAVY. 


: Outspoken Speech by Lord Lee. 


. ‘London, May 18. 

Addressing the Colonial Institute oo the Washington Conference, 
Lord Lee emphasised the closeness of the dastinctive end inevitable 
co-operation of the American ead British Empire delegations. He 
thought insufficient credit had been given to Britain for adopting the 
one-Power standard in opposition to immemorial traditions. He 
dwelt lengthily and regretfully on the Dominions tardiness in 
enforcing the decision of the Imperial Conference wheraby the 
Dominions agreed to co-operate in the naval defence of the Empire.

Their Use’in Hongkong. 

With regard tu the discuntinvance 
uf Admiralty Charts for uso by the 
Mercantile Community of Hong- 
kung, woe publish the following 
letter which has been forwarded by 
the Government to the Hongkong 
General Charter of Commerce: 
Sir:—E am commanded by My 
Lords Commissioners of the Admir 
alty to acquaint you for the inform. 
ation-of the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies that they have had 
under consideration your letter of 
the 25th November tranimitting a 
copy of a despateh from the Gov- 
emor of Hongkong relative to the 
discontinuance of the supply of 
Admiralty charts for use by the 
Mercantile community. 

Their. Lordships regret that the 
direct supply of charts to the Mer- 
cantile Marine and their correction 
by the Admiralty, which became 
necessary during the war whilst the 
service was controlled by the Admir. 
alty, and which was continued uatil 
nurmal conditions were restored, 
has had to be diacontianed. 

The Admiralty places [Freely at 
the services of the Mercantile 
Marine the charts which, in . the 
first place, have been prepared for 
the Navy, and, by mesns of Notices 
to Mariners afford an opportunity 
to all concerned to keep such 
charts corrected. Their Lord- 
ships observe in this connection that 
Admiralty Notices to Mariners are 
supplied direct from the Admiralty 
Chart Depot to the principal ship- 
ping firms at Hongkong. This is 
not done elsewhere. ' 

Whilst it. maintains through its 
commercial agent such stocks of 
charts as local demands warrant, 
at portsall over the world, the 
Admiralty cannet, undertake. any 
responsibility for keeping = such 
charts corrected nor for correcting 
charts which are in use in ships of 
the Mercantile Marine.

Strange 
though it may seem, among such 
persons are included comparative- 
ty young men—not many, to be 
sure—who, having come out to 
“rule” India, find that. they can 
only “serve ™ her, and. therefore. 
prefer “to get out Ir is by tar 
bes: for India, and evan mare so 
foe Britam, that the British people 
who cannot fit themselves into 
India of to-day should not stop 
here. Anyone who knows the 
| British —thoir sporting instinct 
and the eppeal which difficulty 
makes totheir nature—loes not 
take these defections seriously, 
[though the men—and anforta- 
nately women;-of British blood 
wbo would force India back into 
the pit from which she is now 
rising ate naturally seekiog to 
make capital of them. 

Of ‘the British #bo would 
tj inspire fear in Indian breasts, Td 
not wiah to speak, though to m) 
great dismay I have come upon 
such specimens, even in some of 
the bichest offices. I ignore them 
because — feet that such tactics 
run counter to the British mature. 
and these men, whatever success 
they may score for the mnoment, 
wilt fail to win the moral sappor: 
of their own people at home, 
among whom I have spent not a 
few happy yeats of my life. 1 
feel, moreover, that Indians can- 
| not be coerced. 


THE MOOD OF BITTERNESS. 
My heart go2s out to the Eng- 
lish who are genuinely distressed 
about Indisa conditions—who see 
the ald order beirg swept aside, 
authority undermin:d, rudeness 
confused with independence, but 
' who are unable to discover signs 
of growing individual seélt- 
restraint and national discipline, 
and who, therefore, fear that the 
country is going the way of 
Russia. | know many of these 
men and women--am often bold- 
{ing converse with them—and am 
greatly moved by their sincere 
concern for my people. Same of 
them can point to two, or evin 
three, decades of service of which 
any man may well be proud—and 
one, two, or three generations of 
their families have = similarly 
devoted themssives to I[ndia’s 
cause before them. 

A thousand pities that India 
in ber present bitter mood, is 
anable to aseess the services 
of such meno at anythiog 
like their true worth— 
that she cannot speak or write of 
them without ascribing unworthy 
motives totbem. It is, however, 
a time of nati nal ebullition. But 
the other day India was compell- 
ed ta pass through @ series of 
racial homiliations which she 
finds it difficult to foreer. 
something of a positive character, 
and of a magnitude calculated to 
touch India emotionally, does 
not happdn soon, and the mood 
does not change, it is useless to 
expec; that these servants of 
India, who are truly estimable 
men and women, will be paid the 
homage which they so richly 
deserve. - 

Qot of all this anguish and, 
unforfunately, some blastering, 
there js. however, rising’ in Indie 
a new order of Englishmen, who 


ceeded in adjusting themselves 
intellectually, mach less morally 
and spiritually, to the ever-shift- 
ing situation, Many of them 
bave lived so ‘enmpletely cut off 
from the people among whom 
their lot has been ¢ast, and in 
little Englands whieb, ia the 
form of civil ‘and military 
stations, are dotted all over the 
country, spending. moch of their 
leisure in exclusive clubs which 
are like 80 many isolation wards, 
that . these developments in 
Indian character have come 
upon theron as an utter surprise. 
How mans times have I heard, 
during the last three months, 
meo and women of British 
complaining that my people 
have lost their blood manners! 
Only the other day a high mili- 
tary officer said to me thet 
not so very long ago Indians 
would get off the ‘sidewalls, and, 
if carrying an urobrella, would 
‘| sbat it, as a mark of reapect, as 
as they saw 5 Sahib coming. 
Now, on the céntrery, sven the 
commonest men brush past the 
jghest officials . without taking 
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are not averse from getting down 
fromm the pedestal on which they 
have posed for so many decades, 
and who are even willing ta serve 
under Indian heads of depart- 
menpta, and loyally to carry out 
the policies laid down by their 
Indian chiefs. The trausition’ is 
of much too recent 2 date tobare 
enabled these men to cease to 
feel awkward in such positions— 
‘or even to enable the Indians in 
command to falfil the daties 
appertaining to their offices with 
the dignity and grace. which come 
only from experience.

Does it 
teatize that in the matter of 
populatio + it is onthe downward 
gtade and that tha birth «tatistios 
inexorably point’to 0 France of 
25,000,000. in leas than half a 
centary hence? writes the Paris 
correspondent of the Times. 

TE nor, it is not for lack of warn- 
ing. The National Alliance for 
the Graxth of the French Pop- 
lation is never weary of calling 
public attention to this grave 
danger. Parliament has voted ob 
neveral occasions measures for 
the encouragement of ‘marriage 
and of numerous families—such 
as the remission nf taxation and 
imereassed pension rates and 
bonuses on children above a cer- 
tain number—all anparently in 
vain, Conditions of life ia France 
to-day, the housing problem, the 
cost of food and lodging and 
clothing. are so disheartaning that 
the ordinary ‘working man, who 
has always been the chief pur- 
veyor of the population, »ow 
shrinks from marriage, or, if he 
marries, contents himself with 
the sroallest of families. 

The latest figures published by 
the N.A.G.F.P. show that, where- 
as in 1863 there were one million

LORD WILLINGDON'S EXAMPLE. 
No Viceroy, however powerful 
and jestice-loving he mag be, 
can ‘order that such  ex- 
clusireness, following strictly the 
socialline, shall cease. All that 
bighly-placed British men and 
woman can dois to set the pace 
for the rank . and: file. Even 
in the City :of Madras 
where Lord and Lady Willingdon 
have set a lofty standard of 
camaradarie, I find not the slight- 
est move'to revise the club rules 
which exclude Indians from mem- 
bership. So keen is the resent 
ment roused in Indians by this 
sociel slight that recently, when 
the Prince of Wales visited the 
Indian club, the natives took a 
delight in keeping out every 
Englishman they possibly could. 
If Indiens : and Englishmen 
are to . co-operate, these 
centres “of. racial. - prejudice 
must disappear from-the face of 
India, and Englishnen must leare 
nut to coufase~ patronsge with 
social interconrse,’ : .

Hongkong business men have 
often complained of the system 
adopted by the Government in 
securing the bulk of its supplies 
for loca! works through the medi- 
um of ‘the Croma Agents ‘in 
‘London. Representations oa the 
jsubject have so far been futile. 
The Government appears irrevoc- 
able wedded to the system, and, 
upbsppily for Hongkong busi- 
nesses, tnere is very little prospect 
of a divorce. 


Yesterday we gave publicity 
to one aspect of this question, 
namely, the supplying of electri- 
cal materials to the Goverament. 
Loca! firms are asked to quote in 
Hongkong currency, over a period 
of a year or more, for certain 
supplies, and, obviously, they 
have to make allowances for 
probable fluctuations in exchange. 
In the particular esse under 
notice, the General Electric 
Company of China asks to be 
allowed to quote in sterling, on 
the same conditions as the Crown 
Agents do, but, despite the fact 
that the goods are obtained from 
Home, the Goveromens will not 
concede the point. The Company 
named accuses the Government 
of buying as much as possible 
through the Crown Agents, and 
the complaint ia shown to be well 
based in that part of the Govern- 
meats reply which states that 
“as the plans for each particular 
work mature a precise schedule 
of such stores is prepared 
and indents for them are for- 
warded to’tho Crown Agents, 
aod it is theretore only for eud- 
den casual requirements that 
purchases are made locally.” 
Exactly. That is just the Hong- 
kong businessman's complaint. 
Instead of buying as much as 
poasible locally, and thua assist- 
ing Hongkong trade, the Govern- 
ment prefers to place thy bulk of 
its orders through the Crown 
Agents, merely making a con- 
venience of local bousés. 


One other point. The Govern- 
ment says the General Electric 
Eompany could not supply its 
needs for e whole year without 
obtaining them from Home,. and 
that by obtsining goods through 
the Crown Agents the’ Gavern- 
ment is able to obtain the Jowest

Preanmably the Crown Agents do 


not work for nothing, any more}. 


than Hongkong houses fulfil! con- 
tracts without charging commis- 
sion. And the General Electric 
Company dafinitely asserts that, 
if allowed to tender on the same 
conditions as the Crown Agents, 
it could quote figures which com- 
\pare very favourably with the 
Home figures. Even assuming 
there should’be a slight difference 
against the Hongkong firm, surely 
‘[nobody, would complain—except, 
possibly, the Crown Agents! Let 
the Government reverse ita palicy, 
and if there is to be any favour- 


_Jitisma, let Ipon! firms have it. 


YE oreign-Born Britishers. 


Members of British commusi- 
ties in foreign countries will 
acclaim the announcement by 
the Home Secretary that negotia- 
tions with the Dominions regard- 
icg the British Nationality Act 
bave been completed. For some- 
thing like a century and a half 
the position wds that British 
nationality was assured to grand- 
children at least, and extended 
beyond this unless the link were 
broken by forfeiture on the part 
of two successive generations. In 
1915 8 measore was passed which 
ik was at first stated merely co 
dified existing Jegistation, - but 
which was found to have the 
effect cf limiting British 
status to the immediate chil- 
dren. Apparently the Imperisi 
authorities wore considerably 
surprised to receive protests from 
the British communities in Japan 
and other countries, which they 
attribated to the patriotism evo. 
ed by the war, Britishers abroad 
would probably have given this 
token ot patriotism at any time. 
Obviously there was nothirg to 
protest about before the war, see- 
ing thatthe Act was not passed 
til} 1915. Stirred to a consider- 
ation of this important question, 
the authorities at Home brought 
it before the Imperial Conference 
beld in London last year. In 
some quarters it was felt that 
waiting for uniform action by the 
several Colonies would entail 
lengthy delay, I[t.is therefore 
gratifying to leam that these 
cegotiations bave been completed, 
and tbat an amending Bill. is 
to be introduced forthwith. The 
terms of thestatnte will beawaited 
with much interest. Broadly,

DEMANDED. 


Manager Threatened With 
Death. 


. The Hongkong Amusements, 
- Ltd, as thay concern which 
operates the princinal cinemas at 
the Colony ia knowr, has been 
“up againgt it” to use a popular 
expression, in its endaavour to 
Preserve good order in the 
cinemasat Wanchai and Yaumati. 
Loafers and others of the sama. 
order have apparently been 
labsuring undar the mistaken im- 
pression that these thea‘res are 
being tun for their especial 
patronage, and sceordingly have 
set about means whereby they 
can have a cheap entertain.

THE MOST PERILOUS RIVER,

in reporting an interview with 

" Dr. Sun Yat-sen from Canton the 
writer omitted to quote several 
temarks made casually in the 

" course of conversation which, 
while npt touching upon any- 
thing tery vital, are worth 
putting on record. 

The subject of paper money 
came up. Dr. Sun, after remark. 
ing that the provincial Bank of 
Kwangtung was “ all right,” wag 
fed to discuss the special paper 
currency which he has been 
putting into circulation in 
northern Kwangsi and southern 
Hunan. He admitted that there 
was no silver reserve behind this 
note issue and that the paper 
was accompanied by no promise 
to pay, bearing the inscription 
“One Dollar” only. 

- “We have found,” said he, “that 
i6 is not essential t+ provide a 
cash reserve nor to promise to re- 
deem paper monty on demand. 
Those notes are not immediately 
redeemable. The security for 
them is the work which we have 
done withthem. Wedonot put 
them inte circulation by paving 
troops or campaign expenses with 
thom bot pay for labour on public 
works, such as roads for instance. 
The road built by the issue of the 
notes is then security for them 
and they can eventually be re- 
deemed out of the returns to the 
community trom such public 
works We have found this tobe | 
thoroughly practical finance. 
The people accept” our notes 
eagerly, they come to us with 
their local paper and their small 
silvér coinage to exchange for 

‘ our paper.”
